He said that ail 
men in the armed forces were 
grateful to the folks at home not 
only for their blood plasma, but 
also for the millions of dressings 
which they made. He said that the 
shins had a complement of 500, and 
could care for 700 patients. They 
carried stores sufficient to feed the 
personnel and patients for six 
months without re-supplying. 

He paid special tribute to the 
extraordinary work done by the 
chaplains on the hospital ships, 
who acted as a very necessary ad- 
junct in the care of the patients. 

Little is known of the rehabilita- 
tisn value of these hospital ships, 
he said. Many of the patients had 
not seen clean bedding for months 
—some for over a year, and even 
the lights in the wards were a 
cheerful sight to the men who had 
been in blackout areas. The food 
“seemed as if it had come from 
heaven” as the servicemen ex- 
pressed it, 

Dr. White’s talk led to many 
questions in regard to the types of 
cases treated, the incidence of ma- 
laria, upper respiratory tract dis- 
easeg and contagion. 

Mrs. L. Dudley Phillips, the pres- 
ident, president, presided over the 
meeting. 

A special feature of the after- 
ncon was the annual shower of 
canned and fresh fruit for the hos- 
pital. More will be coming from 
various organizations, and fresn 
fruit is given in season.
